THE USE OF PERIODICALS BY LIBRARIES 
America vs. England 


The use of bound files of periodicals so general in 
America is strangely enough almost unknown in 
Great Britain pw of a very few large libraries. 
In fact, while most of the English libraries have g 
collections of the principal English reviews (but 
practically no American sets, however) the use 
made of them seems hardly to warrant giving them 
the space they occupy. There is no English index 
to general periodicals at present and but few libraries 
subscribe to the American indexes. In fact, the 
British public seems not to need references to various 
subjects, so the libraries do not have demands for 
such material. Whether this mine of information 
will in time be discovered and worked for their advan- 
tage by the readers of Great Britain is a question 
we shall not here venture to answer. At present the 
popular periodicals occur only in the ‘Lending 
Library,” and are not available for reference, while 
the reviews and heavier magazines find their place 
in the ‘Reference Library,’’ whence they cannot be 
loaned, and, without a “‘key’’ or general index, are 
gathering dust. 


ENGLISH AND AMERICAN NEWS STANDS 


_ A glance at an English news stand gives one an 
impression of a book store, with a few cheaply 
— poorly written periodicals hung about the 
edges. 

An American news stand shows but a few books, 
but a beautiful display of magazines, well printed and 
with attractivecovers. Of course, the literary quality 
of the contents of many of them is not high, but the 
average is distinctly better than the English standard. 
The 15c and 25c popular monthly, of which America 
has so many examples, is conspicuous by its absence 
in Great Britain. One can name on the ten fingers 
all the available six-penny and shilling periodicals 
there displayed. But there are dozens of little 
pamphlet magazines, mostly weeklies, printed on 
“‘newspaper”’ of different hues, and selling for a half- 
penny, a penny or two pence, and evidently largely 
read by the working people. 

The American news stands carry a few of the 
copyright novels, or “best sellers,” and charge from 
$1.00 to $1.50 for copies of them. The English 
news stand is really a book stall and has hundreds 
of attractive little six-penny, seven-penny and _shil- 
ling editions of standard novels (Dickens, Scott, 
Thackeray, etc.) and also good modern fiction. 
These cheap editions sell rapidly to the traveling 
public. American publishers could well afford to 
imitate this, getting out a 25c news-stand edition, 
bound in cloth, and pocket size after the $1.50 edi- 
tion has been published about a year. 


COMMERCIAL LAWS OF THE WORLD 


During the past four months three more volumes 
of this series have been published by The Boston 
Book Co. Volume 15 covers the following British 
Dominions and Protectorates: Isle of Man, Channel 
Islands, Gibraltar, and Malta make Part I of the 
volume. British Africa is covered in Part II, giving 
the commercial laws of South Africa, Sudan, Somali- 
land, East Africa Protectorate, Zanzibar, Uganda, 
Northern Rhodesia, Nyasaland, Gambia, Sierra 
Leone, Gold Coast, Ashanti, Northern Territories, 
Northern Nigeria, Mauritius, Seychelles, St. Helena, 
Ascension, and Tristan da Cunha. There is a valu- 
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able chapter of 144 mye on the Judicial system, 


and Commercial Laws of the Union of South Africa. 

Volume 21 covers Central Europe. France and 
her colonies occupy 321 double pages (French and 
English, opposite) while Monaco completes the 
volume with 73 pages. Each part is fully indexed, 
covering the Commercial Codes, Maritime Commerce, 
Bankruptcy, and giving a bibliography. 

Volume 32 covers Spain, with bibliography, a 
chapter on judicial procedure in mercantile civil 
matters, the commercial code, covering merchants 
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and commerce in general, and also special commercial 
contracts: maritime commerce, bankruptcy. This 
book has over 600 pages, the Spanish being on the 
one side, the English translation on the other. 


These volumes are uniform with the others in half 
dark green morocco. Thirty-five volumes will com- 
plete the work, but single volumes may be had if 
desired. Libraries of all large cities will find this set 
of books well worth consideration. Sample volume 
for examination on request.
